Williams  said  Andrus  can’t  give  a  strong  reason 
for  more  student  tickets  when  students  don’t  use 
the  tickets  they’ve  been  allotted,  and  when  the 
public  wants  to  attend  games. 

Tickets  are  sold  to  the  public  for  $6  to  $8,  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  location  of  seats,  Andrus  said. 

Student-ticket  availability  is  determined  by  stu¬ 
dent  attendance  the  previous  year,  Williams  said. 

At  the  end  of  this  season,  Williams  said,  he  will 
get  together  with  Andrus  and  the  newly  elected 
athletics  vice  president  to  decide  on  a  fair  ticket 
allotment  based  on  how  many  were  sold  during  the 
current  season. 

“Students  request  hundreds  of  more  tickets  than 
they  have  ever  used,”  Williams  said.  “We’re  ready 
to  give  the  students  as  many  tickets  as  they  will 


Several  years  ago  basketball  tickets  were  free 
and  students  were  allotted  10,000  seats  and  a  lot  of 
them  went  unused.  It  would  be  crazy  to  allot  the 
students  that  many  now  and  let  the  seats  go  empty, 
he  said. 

Andrus  said  the  number  of  student  tickets  up 
from  last  year  is  a  good  start. 

“I’d  like  to  see  half  the  Marriott  Center  filled 
with  students,”  Andrus  said.  “We  got  half  the  foot¬ 
ball  tickets,  why  not  half  of  basketball?” 

To  a  suggestion  that  tickets  be  sold  to  students 
first  and  whatever  is  left  over  sold  to  the  public, 
Williams  said,  “We  can’t  wait  that  long.”

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Hearing  made  easy

Halfway  through  class,  J ack  Rader  quietly  leaves  for  a  drink  of 
water.  As  he  walks  down  the  corridor,  he  still  hears  the  teacher’s 
voice  lecturing  on  physical  science.  X-ray  ears?  How  does  hehear 
through  brick  walls? 

Rader,  a  freshman  with  an  undecided  major  from  Las  Vegas, 
Nev.,  is  80  percent  deaf.  But  a  combination  of  intricate  hearing 
aids  and  his  keen  perception  gives  the  returned  missionary  the 
power  to  hear  as  much  or  as  little  life  as  he  wants. 

“BYU  is  one  of  the  best  universities  for  the  deaf  because  there 
are  interpreters,  people  here  who  will  understand  and  help  you 
out,  and  the  school  has  a  lot  of  the  equipment  that  you  need,” 
Rader  said. , 

Upon  acceptance  here,  the  school  provides  hard-of-hearing 
students  with  a  Com  Tex  unit  —  receiver  and  mike  that  lets  all 
but  the  totally  deaf  listen  in  their  class  rooms  like  anyone  else. 

The  teacher  wears  the  tiny  mike  and  Rader  can  adjust  the 
sound  from  his  unit  so  only  the  teacher’s  voice  will  pick  up  or  all 
the  voices  in  the  room. 


At  home,  Rader  can  hold  phone  conversations  with  the  mike 
and  his  hearing  aid.  However,  he  has  to  rely  on  the  help  of  others 
or  his  own  perception  in  other  areas. 

“The  only  reason  I  have  worked  around  my  weakness  is  that  I 
have  a  twin  brother- who  is  always  at  my  side  and  whenever  I 
needed  help,  he  took  the  time,”  Rader  said.  “That’s  why  I  was 
able  to  keep  up  with  the  hearing  people.” 

At  a  dance  he  doesn’t  hear  the  beat — he  feels  the  heat.  And  he 
does  not  like  hard  music.  “Most  deaf  people  like  country  music 
best  or  really  mellow  music  because  it’s  hard  to  understand  the 
words  in  fast  rock,”  he  said. ,  * 

On  his  mission,  Rader  learned  sign  language  so  he  could  com¬ 
municate  with  the  deaf  children  in  his  area.  But  he  said  hard-of- 
hearing  people  should  learn  to  read  lips,  not  hands,  and  try  to 
talk.  “It’s  hard  to  live  a  normal  life  when  you  are  deaf.  It’s  good  to 
always  have  a  friend  by  your  side.  But  you  have  to  learn  to  let  go 
of  your  weaknesses  and  develop  yourself  totally. 

“This  is  one  weakness  that  I  have,”  Rader  said,  “Everybody 
has  their  own  weaknesses.”

Wakefield  said  he  was  offered  a  position 
with  the  BYU  dance  department,  but  the  job 
was  with  the  social  dance  program. 

“Because  I  enjoy  so  much  working  with 
ballroom  formation  teams ,  I  knew  I  could  not 
accept  the  offer,”  Wakefield  said,  “It  would 
have  only  frustrated  me.”

'82  forecast  good  for  Favero

The  captain  of  the  men’s  swim  team  will  swim  a  complete 
season  for  the  Cougars  for  the  first  time  —  this  year. 

Senior  swimmer  Brett  Favero,  who  barely  missed  qual¬ 
ifying  for  nationals  in  last  week’s  meet  against  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Utah,  has  had  some  bad  breaks  when  it  comes  to 
eligibility  requirements. 

Favero,  a  native  of  Sacramento,  Calif. ,  came  to  BYU  after 
swimming  for  Stanford  University  for  a  year.  Because  of 
eligibility  rules  stating  a  transfer  student  must  sit  out  one 
year  before  participating  in  collegiate  competition,  Favero 
swam  for  half  a  season  in  1978,  on  the  conference  cham¬ 
pionship  team, 

The  next  season  Favero  was  serving  a  mission  in  Argenti¬ 
na.  Although  he  was  unable  to  finish  the  entire  two  years 
because  of  health  reasons,  when  he  returned  home  he  found 
out  he  still  would  ha\fe  to  wait  the  full  two-year  span  before 
he  could  compete  for  BYU. 

“Minutes  before  I  was  supposed  to  race  they  told  me  I  wi 
ineligible,”  Favero  said.  “This  year  is  only  the  second  time : 


my  four  years  of  eligibility  that  I  will  compete  for  the 
Cougars.” 

All  of  the  Favero  family  members  are  ardent  swimmers 
and  two  of  Brett’s  three  older  brothers  swam  for  BYU.  His 
other  brother  swam  for  UCLA. 

At  age  6,  Favero  began  to  dedicate  much  of  his  time  to 
swimming,  and  by  the  time  he  was  10  he  was  swimming 
competitively  on  the  national  level. 

The  Arden  Hills  swim  team  that  Favero  swam  for  held  the 
bulk  of  pational  records  in  his  age  group  during  the  years  he 
swam  there.  Two  of  the  records  he  set  when  he  was  10  years 
old  still  stand  in  that  same  age  bracket:  the  50-  and  100- 
meter  backstroke  events. 

Finishing  strong  in  several  national  junior  championships 
and  breaking  records  were  rather  commonplace  events  for 
Favero  as  he  was  growing  up.  Although  he  said  that  there 
was  a  time  when  he  lost  interest  in  swimming,  he  found  such 
a  lack  of  interest  didn’t  last  long. 

.  Since  the  Olympic  trials  and  his  victory  in  the  consolation 
bracket  in  the  national  meet  in  Philadelphia  in  1976,  Favero 
has  traveled  all  over  the  counfry  and  around  the 


competed  against  international  Competition  in  meets  like  the 
internationally  established  Tilt  meet  in  Paris. 

Scholarship  offers  from  Stanford,  UCLA,  Duke,  Tennes¬ 
see,  BYU  and  others  came  to  Favero  before  he  graduated 
from  high  school.  Even  though  he  left  Stanford  after  his 
freshman  year  to  compete  for  BYU,  Favero  would  like  to 
return  to  Stanford  to  earn  his  law  degree. 

“I  really  enjoy  swimming  for  the  team  here,”  Favero  said. 
“This  year’s  team  looks  great,  and  I’ve  never  seen  team 
spirit  like  this  before.” 

Men’s  swimming  coach  Tim  Powers  said  Favero  is  a 
strong  swimmer  and  an  excellent  leadership  figure:  Powers 
was  pleased  with  Favero’S  performance  last  week  and  said 
he  feels  “Brett  is  definitely  headed  for  all-American.”  And 
after  defeating  the  first  two  placers  in  the  conference  at  last 
week’s  meets,  such  a  statement  could  well  be  proven. 

In  addition  to  the  team  members  at  BYU,  Favero  is  also 
very  pleased  with  the  coaching  staff.  “Powers  is  a  super 
coach  because  he  can  separate  his  coaching  responsibilities 
from  his  personal  life  —  when  he  needs  to  work  with  us  as 
swimmers  he  does  a  super  job,  but  he’s  also  a  friend.”

Soccer  coach  Dusara 
sports '  jack-of-all-trades

The  old  saying  “jack-of-all-trades  and  master  of 
none”  does  not  apply  when  speaking  about  BYU 
soccer  coach  Shavji  “Jim”  Dusara,  because  he  is 
sports’  jack-of-all-trades  and  a  master  of  many. 

Dusara,  originally  from  Tanzania,  came  to  BYU 
in  1974  as  a  graduate  teaching  assistant  in  the 
physical  education  department  and  decided  to  stay 
after  completing  his  master’s  degree  in  1976.  He  is 
now  a  part-time  faculty  member. 

Originally  of  Indian  Hindu  ancestry,  Dusara  ai. 
his  family  joined  the  LDS  Church  only  five  months 
after  first  arriving  in  Provo. 

“I  was  Hindu  before  I  joined  the  church,  but  the 
good  example  of  the  members  and  the  importance 
placed  by  the  church  upon  the  family  made  my  wife 
and  me  decide  to  join,”  he  said.  “I  also  think  that  the  . 
family  is  very  important.” 

Before  coming  to  BYU,  Dusara  was  the  athletics 
director  for  the  National  University  of  Tanzania, 
working  with  all  departments  as  well  as  with  the 
intramural  program,  he  said. 

Dusara  said  he  also  coached  the  Tanzanian  Olym¬ 
pic  track  and  field  team  throughout  the  ’60s. 

Soccer  was  not  Dusara’s  main  interest  before 
coming  to  BYU,  he  said.  “I  coached  swimming  and

In  his  homeland,  Dusara  was  well-known  for  his 
track  and  field  abilities,  he  said,  and  held  the 
national  pole-vaulting  record  in  1955-57. 

“When  I  first  came  to  Provo  I  was  asked  to  re¬ 
feree  the  BYU  soccer  games.  I  had  a  soccer 
coaching  license  from  England.  When  the  coach, 
Dan  Madsen,  left'I  was  asked  if  I  wanted  to  take 
over.  Since  then  I  have  been  coaching.” 

It  didn’t  take  long  for  Dusara  to  become  totally 
involved  with  soccer. 

“Soccer  is  so  interesting  and  exciting,”  he  said. 
“It’s  great  to  work  with  the  young  people,  and  I 
always  learn  from  them.  It’s  also  nice  to  see  young 
men  who  have  high  moral  and  ethical  standards  in 
sports.” 

Dusara  said  he  likes  to  have  a  close  relationship 
with  his  players,  and  keeps  in  contact  with  those 
players  who  become  LDS  missionaries. 

Although  he  is  happy  working  at  BYU  and  living 
in  Utah,  Dusara  said  he  sometimes  gets  a  bit  home- 

“We  try  to  keep  as  much  culture  as  possible  at 
home,”  Dusara  said.  “My  wife  is  a  good  cook  and 
prepares  traditional  foods  sometimes.  It’s  hard  to 
keep  all  of  the  traditions,  but  we  exchange  letters 
and  cards  with  friends  and  relatives.”

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Keep  winning 
in  perspective 


BYU  sports  teams  are  becoming  national  powers.  The  14th-ranked 
football  team  will  be  competing  next  week  in  its  fourth  straight  Holi¬ 
day  Bowl  and  sixth  bowl  game  in  eight  years.  Some  other  sports 
accomplishments  of  the  year  include  a  nationally  ranked  basketball 
team  that  made  its  way  to  the  final  eight  in  the  N  C AA  tournament  and 
the  golf  team  that  won  the  school’s  first  outright  N C  AA  championship. 
It’s  great  to  be  a  winner,  but  the  school  and  community  must  beware  to 
not  make  sports  more  important  than  they  should  be. 

Some  recent  incidents  show 
.  the  community  may  not  only 
expect  Cougar  teams  to  ■ 


but  demand  it.  This  raises  ques- 
tions  as  to  what  type  of  press¬ 
ure  is  being  put  on  the  coaches 
and  what  prices  they  are  willing' 
'  to  pay  to  produce  winning 
teams.  ' 

An  example  of  rabid  fans  and  press  was  found  when  The  Central 


Utah  Journal  severely  attacked  BYU  Sports  Information  Director 
David  Schulthess  for  not  doing  more  to  help  Jim  McMahon  in  his  bid  for 
the  Heisman  Award.  The  paper  also  sponsored  a  telephone  survey 
asking  readers  to  call  in  and  vote  whether  Schulthess  should  be  fired. 
The  results  showed  61  percent  felt  he  should  be. 

The  fans  wanted  a  Heisman  winner.  They  didn’t  get  one,  so  they 
then  wanted  Schulthess’  job. 

The  university  is  expanding  its  stadium.  New  pressure  will  be  put 
on  head  football  coach  LaVell  Edwards  to  keep  winning  to  fill  the 
larger  stadium  with  fans. 

Coaches  may  be  under  enough  pressure  that  they  would  be  tempted 
to  overlook  standards  violations  of  their  star  athletes.  They  also  must 
decide  whether  to  bring  good  athletes  here  who  may  not  be  interested 
in  an  education  or  obeying  standards. 

Some  of  those  problems  have  already  existed  here  on  a  small-scale 
basis. 

Jim  McMahon  admitted  to  The  Daily  Universe  that  he  has  not 
attended  classes  almost  all  semester.  But,  by  merely  remaining  reg¬ 
istered  in  the  classes  that  he  doesn’t  attend  he  is  eligible  to  play 
football. 

David  Sorenson,  dean  of  student  life,  said  standards  officials  do  not 
check  on  how  students  are  doing  in  class  until  the  grades  come  in  at  the 
end  of  each  semester,  unless  a  student  is  on  academic  probation; 

Hopefully,  all  students,  athletes  included,  will  attend  classes  and 
actively  pursue  an  education.  That  is  what  a  university  is  for.  It  is 
assumed  also  that  no  pressure  would  be  put  on  teachers  to  pass  an 
athlete  student  who  didn’t  do  the  work  to  merit  it. 

Besides  the  problems  with  academics,  The  Universe  has  received 
many  tips,  although  after  investigation  most  turned  out  to  be  only 
unverifiable  rumors,  that  some  athletes  have  been  involved  with 
drugs,  drinking,  larceny  and  cheating. 

For  example,  one  athlete  was  accused  of  and  apparently  admitted 
serious  standards  violations,  but  was  allowed  after  “long  deliberation 
to  remain  in  school  because  of  extenuating  circumstances.”  Adminis¬ 
tration  officials  assured  The  Daily  Universe  he  had  not  been  given 
special  consideration  because  he  was  an  athlete. 

Former  football  star  Lloyd  Jones  was  arrested  last  spring  after  an 
usher  at  a  track  meet  was  slugged.  The  Daily  Universe  learned  that  at 
least  two  people  claimed  Jones  had  physically  assaulted  them  on  ear¬ 
lier  occasions,  but  they  did  not  file  charges  against  him.  Jones  also 
threatened  employees  of  the  Testing  Center  on  two  occasions  and  was 
physically  removed  by  Security /Police  officers  once,  according  to 
Testing  Center  director  Bud  Wood. 

Jones  was  suspended  by  university  officials  for  a  time,  but  was 
allowed  to  return  to  school,  Sorenson  said. 

Even  McMahon  was  quoted  Friday  in  the  Los  Angeles  Times  as 
having  problems  with  BYU  standards  saying,  “I  don’t  go  out  and  have 
a  beer  very  often  for  fear  of  hurting  Coach  Edwards.” 

There  have  also  been  incidents  that,  show  the  coaches’  concern. 
Wood  of  the  testing  center  said  some  of  his  employees  noticed  several 
football  team  members  come  in  together  to  take  a  test.  However,  the 
players  themselves  made  sure  they  did  not  sit  by  each  other  or  give 
any  hint  of  cheating.  One  testing  center  worker  asked  an  athlete  why 
they  did  this  and  he  replied,  “Coach  Edwards  told  us  if  we  were  ever 
caught  cheating  over  here  he  would  have  our  heads.” 

Those  associated  with  BYU  must  decide  what  price  they  want  to  pay 
to  have  winning  teams.  They  should  not  compromise  the  university’s, 
and  the  LDS  Church’s,  reputation  and  standards  nor  put  undue  press¬ 
ure  on  coaches  to  win.

'Song'  fails  to  record 
actual  Gilmore  history 


Gary  Gilmore’s  mortal  life  may  have  been  ended  „ 
firing  squad  at  the  Utah  State  Prison,  but  his  story  lives  on 
in  the  “true  life  novel”  by  Norman  Mailer. 

Lawrence  Schiller,  director-producer  of  “The  Execu¬ 
tioner’s  Song,”  returned  to  Provo  to  film  the  movie  on 
location  and  to  finish  the  work  he  began  in  1976  when 
Gilmore  became  a  nationally  known  figure. 

Schiller’s  sole  purpose  in  coming  to  Provo  then  was  to 
buy  the  rights  to  the  principal  people  in  the  story  that  had 
gone  nationwide. 


Newspapers  and  magazines,  which  have  alwa; 
recorders  of  history,  were  denied  the  opportunit 
port  what  was  happening.  Schiller  had  the  sole  i 
interview  Gilmore,  while  the  journalists,  who  Seh 
ferred  to  as  “media  monkeys,”  were  left  to  press  i 
and  what  small  pieces  of  information  Schiller  gav. 

Today,  people  can’t  interview  Gilmore.  The  test 
from  those  living  might  be  clouded  after  five  yrJ 


But  when  Schiller  first  arrived  in  Salt  Lake,  he  didn’t 
really  know  what  the  story  was  that  he  had  convinced 
ABC  executives  to  financially  back.  (ABC  later  backed  out 
because  of  the  bad  publicity  the  event  received.) 

But  Schiller  came,  with  a  healthy  checkbook-,  to  chroni¬ 


cle  “history.” 


Has  Schiller  lived  up  to  his  statements  of  recording 
history? 

For  $75,000  he  brought  the  book  and  movie  rights  of 
Gary  and  Nichole.  Schiller  was  on  his  way  to  an  “exclu- 


Indeed,  Schiller  said  that  had  the  prison  officials 
allowed  the  press  to  have  full  access  to  Gary,  if  he  had  been 
put  in  front  of  a  microphone  for  all  the  world  to  hear,  there 
would  not  have  been  an  “Executioners  Song.” 

Schiller  seemed  obsessed  with  that  exclusivity,  and 
when  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune  did  win  an  interview  with 
Gilmore,  Schiller  went  so  far  as  to  give  Gary  signals  as  to 
which  questions  not  to  answer.  Apparently  he  didn’t  want 
any  really  important  information  to  leak  out.  He  owned  it. 

When  he  spoke  to  the  press  immediately  after  the  — 


ecution  to  which  he  was  a  witness,  he  told  them  Gary's  last 
words  were  “Let’s  do  it.”  He  admitted  later  that  these 
actually  were  his  next  to  last  words.  He  saved  the  real 
ones  for  himself.  For  his  story. 

This  was  not  history  or  honest  journalism,  which  stres¬ 
ses  accuracy  and  facts.  Although  Mailer  wrote  the  book, 
Schiller  shares  the  copyright  with  him  and  conducted 
many  of  the  interviews  the  novel  is  based  on.
